black people so they can take control of the Lite, politics, and the 
destiny of. the black community. It was organized bv BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP . 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 2 
The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," reqularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its 
‘revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as “page? who should be killed. : 


The newspaper, in its issue of ‘September 7, 1968, had an article ce

On February 2, 1971, a review of the files of the 
Recorder of Deeds, District of Columbia Government, 6th and 
D Street, N.W., with regard to the house at 3619 O Street, 
N.W., Washington, D, C. (WDC), indicated that the owner of 
this property was Georgetown University (GU). 


On February 2, 1971, WF T-1 advised that the Black 
Student Alliance (BSA), GJ, which was assigned the building 
at 3619 O Street, for their use as an official organization, 
is a rather inactive and low-key student group. Since its 
inception as a student organization on the GU campus, it has 
never conducted itself in any manner which would have led the 
administration to scrutinize its activities, Source further 
advised that the group consists of approximately thirty members 
and is presently led by a GU student, Gerald V .vanceys Yancey, 
whose home address is 1740 Simpson Road, i N iW, latienta, Georgia, 
presently resides off campus at 1818 Wyoming Avenue, WDC, 


On February 9, 1971, WF T-2 was contacted regarding 
Walter Manley, Bernard White, Du Mass and an individual known 
by his first name, Vincent, These four individuals were alleged 
to have been officers of the BSA, GU in January, 1969. Source 
furnished the following data with regard to these individuals:
